THE NEW Y. M. C. A. BUILDING IN 
JERUSALEM 

An elegant and beautiful tower now 
stands facing the Mount of Olives erected 
by the Y.M.C.A. at a tremendous. cost 
and for the purpose of housing Christians, 
Jews and the Moslems. The building was 
completed after five years of construc- 
tion and recently dedicated by Viscount 
Allenby, last of the Crusaders, as a “wor- 
thy home for the Y.M.C.A. for the Holy 
Land.” The dedication took place coin- 
ciding with the fiftieth anniversary of 
the founding of the International Com- 
mittee of the Y. M. C. A. It is stated that 
the Arab, Jew and Christian participated 
in the ceremony, among which were 
many distinguished leaders from differ- 
ent countries. 

“The group of buildings, a story in 
stone, much of which was quarried on the 
site, is composed of three principal struc- 
tures, blended into a unified whole, syin- 
bolic of the doctrine of the Holy Trinity 
—Three in One and One in Three. This 
grouping, says the official description, 
also expresses the threefold function of 


the Y.M.C.A.—the development of body, ~ 


mind, and spirit. 

The architectural design is Byzantine, 
adopted as typical of many of the early 
churches in the Near East, but modified 
to meet modern requirements. On the 
facade of the central building, just below 
the cornice, three inscriptions appear. 
They are among the greatest expressions 
of the three monotheistic faiths to which 
Jerusalem is sacred. 

On the north side of the Hebrew in- 
scription, “The Lord our God is one Lord” 
(Deut. 6:4); on the south side, from the 
chapter by Mohammed in the Koran, 
“There is no God but God,” and in the 
center, flanking the tower, in Aramaic, 
“TI am the way” (John 14:6). 

The “Jesus Tower,” we read, is the 
main architectural feature of the group. 
Rising to a majestic height, it com- 
mands, from its observation gallery, a 
panoramic view of the city and the coun- 
tryside probably unexcelled in the en- 
virons of Jerusalem. Above its portal is 
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ORPHANAGE

inscribed the great Messianic prophecy

The corner-stone carries this inscrip- 
tion, chosen by the corner: “These build- 
ings are given to the glory of God and in 
remembrance of His only begotten Son.”

come the kingdoms of our Lord, and 
of his Christ; and he shall reign for ever 
and ever.”—Rev. 11:15. 

This text is one of prophetical unique 
ness, fitly describing the result of the 
deadening conflict of Antichrist against 
Christ the Lord’s Anointed. 

Its fulfillment follows the sounding of 
the seventh and last trumpet.These seven 
trumpets start with Christ our great 
High Priest standing at the a!tar of the 
heavenly sanctuary, “having a golden 
censer; and there was given unto him 
much incense, that he should offer it 
with the prayers of all saints upon the 
golden altar which was. before the 
throne.” Rev. 8:3. Verse four records the 
results of such heavenly and acceptable 
ministry, saying, “And the smoke of the 
incense, which came with the prayers of 
the saints, ascended up before God out of 
the angel’s hand.” The event here men- 
tioned is after the rapture of the church, 
and describes the ministry of Jesus in 
presenting anew the prayers of the saints 
who have labored and suffered for the 
coming kingdom of God, while upon 
earth. Many of their prayers, and espe- 
cially with respect to the establishment 
of that kingdom upon earth, still remain 
unanswered. Such prayers are here again 
presented by Jesus our Intercessor and 
High Priest. They have not only the vir- 
tue of the saints who offered them in His 
name, but are mingled with incense, 
which bespeaks that fragrance and sweet 
odor of Christ Himself in whose name 
they were originally presented. These are 
presented here for the purpose of asking 
God to further and remember His cove- 
nant of promise. The earth as promised 
unto Abraham and Christ the divinely 
appointed heir is under reign of the Anti- 


, ee kingdoms of this world are be- 


christ. Those prayers which have always 


included among them that phrase of our 
Lord’s prayer, “thy kingdom come, and 
thy will be done, on earth as it is in heav- 
en,” Jesus here offers again, asking for 
vindication of the outrageous slaughter 
and persecution of the saints of all ages 
and especially those under the Antichrist.

THE ANSWER 

God answers these prayers by a new 
and advanced order of judgment going 
forth from the “seven angels” sounding 
as trumpets. These trumpets begin sound- 
ing in order, after which terrible and 
dreaded judgments follow; showing that 
they contain some certain and _ divine 
order of retribution. These continue un- 
til the last one has sounded, then follows 
the language of our text announcing the 
fall of the kingdoms of this world and 
the receiver of them, which is our ador- 
able Lord and Christ. 

THE SIGNIFICANCE OF THE 
NUMBER SEVEN 

It is the number of spiritual perfection. 
It is, however, always found associated 
with nature and grace; which is a pos- 
sible picture of nature redeemed and re- 
stored by grace. If this is correct then 
it at once acclaims the fallen world as 
the object of redemption through grace, 
and thus refuses to allow its dominancy 
by mankind or Satan further than to al- 
low for certain and reasonable proba- 
tion before God acclaims it the pos- 
session of his Redeemer. In Genesis 
17:8 God gave the land of Ca- 
naan unto Abraham as an “everlasting 
possession.” In Heb. 1:2 we have it that 
God has “appointed Jesus Christ heir of 
all things,” by whom he made the worlds. 
One of the blessings of the meek was ‘he 
promise that they should inherit the 
earth. God upon the beginning of the 
sounding of these trumpets, pledges in 
answer to the prayers offered that He 
will send judgments upon the earth unto 
a completeness, which results in the 
rightful heir and His “joint-heirs”  re- 
ceiving their possession after Antichrist 
is dispossessed. 
“SIGNIFICANCE OF SEVEN RESUMED 

In Hebrews, the book that names Je- 
sus as the “appointed heir of all things,” 
He has seven titles, the first of which 
is the one just mentioned. Giving them 
consecutively, they are: 1. Heir of all 
things, Heb. 1:2; 2. Captain of our sal- 
vation, Heb, 2:10; 3. Apostle, Heb. 3:1; 
4. Author of salvation, Heb. 5:9; 5. 


Forerunner, Heb. 6:20; 6. High Priest, 
Heb. 10:20; 7. Author and finisher of 
faith, Heb. 12:2. 

In this list of sevens Jesus is first list- 
ed as the “Heir of all things,” the list 
ending with Him as the “Author and 
finisher of faith;” which automatically 
suggesis Him as conqueror of all intrud- 
ers upon His inheritance. Then follows 
the “seven eternal things” which all refer 
to Christ: 1. A priest for ever, Heb. 
5:6; 2. Eternal salvation, Heb. 5:9; 3. 
Eternal judgment, Heb. 6:2; 4. Eternal 
redemption, Heb. 11:12; 5. Eternal Spir- 
it, Heb. 11:14; 6. Eternal inheritance, 
Heb. 11:15; 7. Everlasting covenant, 
Heb. 13:20. At the close of any of the 
seven seals, trumpets or other of the 
sevens mentioned in Revelation, a new 
order begins. The seven spirits of God 
refer to the completeness of God in spir- 
itual perfection. The “seven horns” men- 
tioned in connection with Jesus, refers to 
Him as having a completeness of power 
and authority to deal with all things that 
oppose His kingly rule. It is strikingly 
significant and interesting that we have 
the annunciation of the “xingdoms of this 
world” as bcceming “the kingdoms of 
our Lord and his Christ” at the sounding 
of the sevcnth trumpet. 

KINGDOM OF MEN 

The kingdoms of men as they exist to- 
day, are tremendously in opposition to 
the coming kingdom of Christ. They are 
founded upon commercial relation and ac- 
tivity, and purpcese to shape their own 
order as best suited to them, without con- 
sulting Him “whose right it is to reign.” 
The nations have constantly under- 
gone changes, caused by war and blood- 
shed, until they are hardened in their 
own ways. They do not anticipate the 
reign of Jesus Christ. There is however, 
none of them but what might have shared 
His counsel and aid had they particular- 
ly sought it. 

GRAPHIC PICTURE OF THE NATIONS 

There is a God in the-heaven that re- 
vealeth secrets, and maketh known to the 
king Nebuchadnezzar what shall be in 
the last days. “As for thee, O king, thy 
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thoughts came into thy mind upon thy 

bed, what should come to pass hereafter: 

and he that revealeth secrets maketh 
known to thee what shall come to pass.” 

Dan, 2:28, 29. 

“Thou, O king, sawest, and beheld a 
great image. This great image, whose 
brightness was excellent, stood before 
thee; and the form thereof was terrible. 
This image’s head was of fine gold, his 
breast and his arms of silver, his belly 
and his thighs of brass. His legs of iron, 
his feet part of iron and part of clay. 
Thou sawest till that a stone was cut out 
without hands, which smote the image 
upon his feet that were of iron and clay, 
and brake them to pieces. Then was the 
iron, the clay, the brass, the silver, and 
the gold, broken to pieces together, and 
became like the chaff of the summer 
threshingfloors; and the wind carried 
them away, that no place was found for 
them: and the stone that smote the im- 
age became a great mountain, and filled 
the whole earth,” Dan. 2:31-35. 

Nebuchadnezzar was _ contemplating 
what would be in the last days. God has 
pleased Himself to give even to a heath- 
en king, a glimpse of the history of the 
Gentile nations. The vision not under- 
stood by the king, opens the way for its 
proper recording and preservation for fu- 
ture benefit, as interpreted by Daniel the 
prophet. The interpretation was in har- 
mony with the vision of Daniel himself, 
where he saw the kingdoms of mankind 
as wild beasts devouring each other. Dan. 
7:1-8. Daniel has interpreted the dream 
of the king, on the following scale: The 
head of gold as representing the Babylon- 
ian kingdom. “Thou art this head of 
gold,” Dan. 2:38. Then follows the king- 
dom of Media-Persia as typified by the 
“breast and arms of silver,” Dan. 2:32. 
The Grecian kingdom is not mentioned 
in Daniel’s interpretation. It is, however, 
shown in the dream in verse thirty-two, 
which mentions it as “his belly and his 
thighs of brass.” Last mentioned is the 
Roman kingdom, which is described un- 
der the following prophetic forecast: 
“His legs of iron, his feet part of iron 
and part of clay,” Dan: 2:33. 

DETERIORATION 

Here is pictured the Gentile overlord- 
ship as starting with “the head of gold” 
and deteriorating unto part of “iron and 
part of clay.” There is depreciation in 
fineness from their beginning unto the 
ending of Gentile reign. There is, how- 
ever, one thing worthy of note, which is 
the increasing strength of the materiais 
shown in the vision. While the nations 
depreciate in fineness of material design, 
they increase in strength. 

In time of the Babylonian kingdom as 
typified by the head of gold there was 
“brightness of gold.” It was also called 
the Golden City, Isa. 14:4. As gold is a 
type of deity, it is possible that such 
pointed out that the Babylonian reign, 
the first of Gentile overlordship, began 
by divine appointment; at least this is 
what is borne out from the scripture it- 
self. See Dan. 2:37. The Gentile reign 
has run true to the image that foreshad- 
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owed its existence. From the head of 
gold, or the Babylonian kingdom, unto 
the very toes of the image itself there 
is depreciation of value, but increasing 
hardness of material. These kingdoms 
are one of continuing apostasy; division 
is present even in the Media-Persian 
kingdom, as signified by the arms. Then 
follows the Grecian kingdom of “brass” 
which enters division proper as is shown 
by “thighs of brass.” This kingdom is 
described in chapter seven and verse six 
as a leopard having four wings upon its 
back. This no doubt was a figure of Alex- 
ander’s kingdom which was divided 
among his four generals. 
IRON AND CLAY 


This is mentioned as constituting the 
fourth division of the material used in 
the image. Iron represents the power cf 
Roman rule that was captain of and did 
actually “break in pieces” and bruise un- 
til it had subdued the whole world. Dan- 
iel is careful to tell us that ‘whereas thou 
sawest the feet and toes, part of potters’ 
clay, and part of iron, the kingdom shal! 
be divided; but there shall be in it ‘he 
strength of iron, forasmuch as thou saw- 
est the iron mixed with miry clay. And 
as the toes were part of iron and part 
of clay, the kingdom shall be _ partly 
strong and partly broken. And whereas 
thou sawest iron mixed with miry clay, 
they shall mingle themselves with the 
seed of men; but they shall not cleave 
one to another.” Intermarriage of the 
races was especially practiced by Alexin- 
der, who builded seventy cities, seeking 
to extend his kingdom and thus tie them- 
selves together by marriage.

reach us beyond the grave. It is in this 
life that we are told that man shall not 
live by bread alone but by every word 
that proceedeth out of the mouth of God. 
If we would live by every word that pro- 
ceedeth from God, we must of a neces- 
sity know what His words are and why 
they were given to us if we would be thor- 


oughly furnished unto all good works ac- 
cording to His plan. 
GUIDE 

God sent His Word to guide His peo- 
ple in the way of truth and long before 
the Christian era the Psalmist David 
wrote (Psa. 119:105) “Thy word is a 
lamp unto my feet and a light unto my 
pathway.” The lamp may not send its 
rays afar as the bright shining of the 
noonday sun, yet while we were sitting 
in darkness how we rejoiced because ‘he 
beckoning rays of the feebler light bade 
us depart from the darxness of sin’s 
night and seex the light of life, clearly 
showing unto us the way, and step by step, 
by the way of godly sorrow, repentance 
and belief we are led into the great light, 
salvation. The apostle Peter warned those 
unto whom he ministered saying, “W* 
have a more sure word of prophecy; 
whereunto ye do well that ye take heed, 
as unto a light that shineth in a dark 
place, until the day dawn, and the day 
star arise in your hearts.” 2 Peter, 1:19. 

Every child of God hath need also “or 
the lamp unto their feet to daily guide 
them into the details of God’s will con- 
cerning their field of labor, the most ef- 
fectual way of ministering and of con- 
ducting themselves. The fact of a person 
stepping aside from God’s will ignorant- 
ly for a time is not so important as ig- 
noring the greater truths, yet it is neces- 
sary to understand the perfect and com- 
plete will of God if we would live in tine 
realm of His greater blessings and if 
we fail to walk in the rays of the lamp 
unto our feet we will drift away from tlie 
greater lights unto our pathway which 
are namely: Salvation, sanctification, the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit, divine heal- 
ing, the return of our Lord and eternal 
happiness that fills our hearts with joy 
and gladness and encourages us to press 
forward and onward through all the op- 
position of the enemy until we are guided 
through the gates into the city that know- 
eth no night. 

STOREHOUSE 

God’s Word given under both the 
old and new covenants is so_ thickly 
strewn with promises that it might well 
be said that it is God’s great storehouse 
from which His children may receive a 
bountiful supply for their every need, for 


no good thing will He withhold from 
them that walk uprightly. Psa. 84:11. 


Again we read, Phil. 4:19, “My God shall 
supply all your needs according to His 
riches in glory by Christ Jesus.” If man 
could conceive the great truth of the 
riches of God in Glory, surely he would 
not lack in those things that redown to 
the glory of God for they are all freely 
given by Christ Jesus. Let us consider for 
a while man’s greatest need which is his 
soul’s redemption. 

Had not Satan entered the garden of 
Eden and subtly robbed him of his pur- 
ity and left him a defiled soul, blighted

by sin, sorrow and death? And Adam 
crushed beneath the sinful hand of the 
enemy of his soul unable to revive from 
the awful stroke he hid himself from the 
presence of his God as he descended unto 
the earth in the cool of the day to com- 
mune with His beloved creature. Only 
God understood to what depths the 
soul of Adam had fallen as He called un- 
to him asking Adam, Where art thou? 
However easy the merciful love-filled 
heart of the Creator forgave Adam’s 
transgression, it cost him a price to cover 
his shame. He must perform a task, the 
slaying of an animal to provide a cover- 


ing which slaying required suffering, 
bloodshed and the life of the victim 
which served as a type pointing 


to the Redeemer who was led as a lamb 
to the slaughter, in whose Spirit the 
Psalmist spake as he beheld before in 
the Spirit the scenes of the crucifixion 
saying, “Then I restored that that I took 
not away.” Jesus having offered Himself 
without spot unto God was truly the sac- 
rifice that took away sin delivering us 
from both its penalty and power, and all 
that hath need of forgiveness and cleans- 
ing from sin may come to Him who is 
willing and just to forgive our sins and 
to cleanse us from all unrighteousness. 1 
John 1:9. 


Not only the soul’s need but bodily 
needs also are included in the redemp- 
tion price that was paid on Calvary and 
truly every child of God looks forward 
in joyful anticipation to the time that 
His body will be delivered from the bond- 
age of corruption as did the Psalmist 
David when he, beholding the time when 
he would awake from the death slumber, 
exclaimed, “I shall be satisfied when I 
awake in thy likeness.” Psa, 17:15. Job 
also made mention of that day when he, 
while in deep afflictions, said, John 19:- 
26, “And though after my skin worms 
destroy this body, yet in my flesh shall 
I see God.” How great a hope beyond the 
grave that awaits the redeemed when the 
glorified soul and body are reunited in 
the realm of eternal joy where sorrow 
and pain will be unknown. Greater still 
may be our hope in this the closing days 
of time for the coming of the Son of man 
draweth near and we look forward to 
the declaration of the Word of God that 
we shall not all sleep (die), but we shall 
all be changed, in a moment, in the 
twinkling of an eye, at the last trump: 
for the trump shall sound, and the dead 
shall be raised incorruptible and we shall 
be changed. 1 Cor. 15:51, 52. 


However glorious is our body’s hope in 
the world to come, that alone does not 
cover its every need for while we remain 
upon the earth we are often in need of 
divine healing lest we be taken away in 
the midst of our days which God hath 
declared are numbered at threescore and 
ten. Psa. 90:10. We may truly say as did 
the Psalmist, “Bless the Lord, O my soul, 
and forget not all his benefits; who for- 
giveth all mine iniquities; who healeth 
all thy diseases.” God hath commanded 
His people saying, “Is any afflicted, let 
him pray. Is any sick among you, let 
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him call for the elders of the church and 
let them pray over him anointing him 
with oil in the name of the Lord and the 
prayer of faith shall save the sick and 
the Lord shall raise him up. Confess your 
faults one to another and pray one for 
another that he may be healed.” Jas. 
5:13-16. These commandments of God’s 
Holy Word are not meaningless but wiil 
accomplish that whereunto it is sent 
when received in faith. It matters not 
how bad the afflictions, His power pre- 
vails for there is nothing too hard for 
Him and He has promised, “If ye abide 
in me and my words abide in you, ye 
shall ask what ye will and it shall be 
done unto you.” St. John 15:7. 


Another great need of man in God's 
storehouse is the promise of power, the 
gift of the Holy Ghost, for the enduement 
of power from on high, so great is this 
need that Jesus left commandment unto 
His followers to tarry until they were 
endued with this power before they wevt 
forth to fulfill their mission of spreading 
the news of salvation throughout’ the 
earth.

Brothers and sisters, is it not time that 
the church of the living God _ should 
arouse from her sleep and earnestly con- 
tend for the faith once delivered unto 
the saints. Should we not be as a candle 
upon a candlestick that giveth light to 
those about us and not put the great 
light that God hath given under a bushel. 
The coming of our Lord draweth nigh 
and our loved ones, friends and strangers 
for whom He died are out of safety; mul- 
titudes are looking unto us for the lignt 
but until the gifts of the Spirit which are 
recorded in 1 Cor. 12:8-10, For to one is 
given by the Spirit the word of wisdom; 
to another the word of knowledge by the 
same Spirit; to another faith by the same 
Spirit; to another the gifts of healing 
by the same Spirit; to another the work- 
ing of miracles; to another prophecy; to 
another discerning of spirits; to anoth- 
er divers kinds of tongues; to another 
the interpretation of tongues—are restor- 
ed unto the church, our convincing power 
is lacking. The promise of this power is 
in God’s Word, and will be _ supplied 
when the members of the body of Christ 
are united in love for each other and 
compassion for the lost in such a meas- 
ure that they will unceasingly pray un- 
til the restoration of God’s pevwer is real- 
ized in such a way it may truly be said 
of the church that ye are the light of 
the world. 

JUDGE 

As the earthly ministry of the Lord 
was nearing its close He made the state- 
ment, St. John 12:48, “He that rejecteth 
me, and receiveth not my words, hath one 
that judgeth him. The word that I have 
spoken the same shall judge him in the 
last day.” Surely the rejectors of the 
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Lord and His Word will have cause to 
tremble before the power of the Word in 
the last day when nothing is secret that 
shall not be made known and come 
abroad. St. Luke 8:17. It will not be 
necessary that any should point a finger 
of accusation at the rejectors but their 
guilty conscience, that worm that dieth 
not and the fire that is not quenched will 
condemn them before the Word just as 
surely as it did the accusers of the adult- 
erous woman before the writings of Je- 
sus. St. John 8:3-11. Each guilty person 
will pass out from the presence of God 
and from before His Word as their de- 
filed conscience bears witness of their 
guilt in that final great day of judgment. 
Let us be diligent not to reject all or 
any part of the Word but that we live 
by every word that proceedeth out of the 
mouth of God that we may have an abun- 
dant entrance into His heavenly  king- 
dom in the last day.

Verse nine said, “You are cursed 
with a curse: for ye have robbed me, 
even this whole nation.” Verse eight said 
that they say, “Wherein have we robped 
thee?” He declares that it is in tithes 


and offerings. Yes, we are in great dis- 
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tress today. Souls are now going to thcir 
eternal destiny without another chance 
to hear the good message from Gorl's 
Word and their souls unprepared to meet 
God. The Church is suffering, the needy 
field is negelected, the preachers are 
handicapped, no money for missions, no 
money to subscribe for the Evangel, no 
ground, no money for Headquarters, no 
money for the needy, no money for you:- 
self.

Not only do we suffer from the loss of 
crop, the loss of stock, the loss of time, 
the losing on a eontract, but we lose that 
good blessing that comes when the win- 
dows of heaven are opened. You wonder 
why you are so hard up, why times are 
so hard, why you cannot make any money 
and good crops. You wonder why the 
world is in so much distress and then 
we are made to wonder and ask the ques- 
tion a lot of times about people being 
cold and the cold and dry meetings. We 
will be cold and the meetings will be cold 
and we won’t feel good any more, we 
won’t have money to meet our obliga- 
tions, we will still be in distress, we will 
keep getting colder, no matter how many 
shouts you work up or how long you tes- 
tify, sing, preach, pray, shout, run and 
jump, until we do like Mal. 3:7 said to 
do, “Return unto me and I will return 
unto you saith the Lord of host.” 

What some people need to do is re- 
turn to God and quit trying to shout and 
testify over these things. I notice people 
a lot of times are not able, they say, to 
pay tithes. I see (Gen. 28:30) where 
Jacob vowed a vow to God to pay tithes 
if He would give him bread and raiment. 
A lot of you have promised to pay tithes 
and God has blessed you with bread, 
chicken, gravy and beef stake, cake, pie, 
and a lot of good things to eat then you 
slip around and rob God out of His part 
and sometime put it on your car pay- 
ment, Then you will lose your car or 
something else. God will not let it pros- 
per in your hand. You robbed God vut 
of that. We are always looking to God 
for a blessing. Yes, we want to be blessed, 
we expect God to do great things. When 
people are robbing God the windows of 


heaven's blessings are stopped. If you 
want them to open for you and for your 
church, pay your tithes and give offer- 
ings. I have met folks in the Church of 
God who lixe to tell of the wonderful 
success of somebody or people somewhere 
else, how their preacher fares, what won- 
derful success they have in supplying ev- 
ery need, can tell you of the many mis- 
sionaries they have on the field. They 
paint a very beautiful picture and try to 
make the Church of God look as little as 
possible but when I find out the facts I 
find that the folks who did so much were 
giving God His part and the man who 
was doing the boosting was an old rob- 
ber. He wants things to shine. He general- 
ly wants to be the boss and wants people 
to look up to him. He wants to eall the 
preacher, and say who shall be the next 
state overseer and he generally wants to 
be chairman of the finance committee 
and always has a lot to say about the 
way OUR money is spent. When the con- 
tribution basket comes to him he usually 
shakes his head or throws in a penny or 
a nickel and will generally be the first 
one to say, The meeting was surely dry, 
what’s the matter? 

The trouble is, so many people are try- 
ing to be Christians and robbers at the 
same time. The windows of heaven’s 
blessings are closed and we can feel it 
too. Say, my brother and friend, let’s UN- 
BAR the windows and get the old time 
Pentecostal fire coming down again. 
There’s no meat in God’s house. He said, 
“That there may be meat in mine house.” 
God’s servants are handicapped because 
the members of the Church of God are 
robbing God. You need not get behind the 
law and say, Oh, well the Bible said that 
this was under the law. I would have you 
to know please that tithing was a prac- 
tice with Abraham (Gen. 14:20). This 
was about 430 years before the law was 
given to Moses, and Jacob promised God 
to pay tithes (Gen. 28:22). This was 
about 269 years before the giving of the 
law. Tithing was practiced in four dis- 
pensations; namely, Abraham or before 
the giving of the law, then under the law, 
then Christ’s dispensation, and _ the 
Holy Ghost dispensation. Jesus said 
(Matt. 5:20), “Except your righteous- 
ness exceed the righteousness of the 
scribes and Pharisees ye shall in no case 
enter into the kingdom of heaven.” In 
Matt. 23:23 Jesus admitted that the 
scribes and Pharisees paid tithes. Now 
we will notice what Paul said (1 Cor. 
16:2). He said, “Upon the first day of 
the week let every one of you lay by him 
in store as God has prospered him, that 
there be no gathering together when I 
come.” This was after the pouring out 
of the Holy Ghost and makes it the Holy 
Ghost dispensation and we are now living 
in the Holy Ghost dispensation. Tithing 
was before the law was given, thru the 





law and after the law and was practiced 
by those saved, sanctified and filled with 
the Holy Ghost and who belonged to the 
Church of God. 

Now Paul said, “Let every one of you 
Jay by him in stere as God has prospered 
him.” This is to be done the first day of 
the weex. If you will quit depending on 
old Brother Jerry, Brother Jimmerson 
and poor old Sister Mohammeth to pay 
their tithes and bring in their cfferings 
for a support of the church, and you 
come on with your tithes and offerings 
and watch for the windows of heaven to 
be opened, you can then shout with 
Brother Jerry, Brother Jimmerson and 
Sister Mohammeth.

We won’t look worse 
than anybody else and have less. But 
God will bless your ninety cents out of 
your dollar more than he would if you 
stole His dime out of it.

The dry meet- 
ing will become juicy and mellow, full of 
fellowship. The good fire will fall, peo- 
ple will be melted together with the 
mighty love and power of God.

MISSIONS 

In Acts 13:2 it is written, “As they 
ministered to the Lord, and fasted, the 
Holy Ghost said, Separate me Barnabas 
and Saul for the work whereunto I have 
called them.” Immediately follows what 
later became known as Paul’s first mis- 
sionary journey. A long list of cities are 
here recorded as places of his and Barna- 
bas’ labor, but the outstanding feature of 
the beginning of such work is that it was 
directed by the Holy Spirit. Thus it im- 
mediately follows that when the work 
was well established in Antioch God calis 
not only the laborers but the Church al- 
so unto a definite relationship with Him. 
self in spreading the Gospel unto thos 
who had not heard. Such a call was in 
harmony with the commands of the Lord 
Jesus Christ to preach the Gospel to ail 
nations, but it is here more than a com- 
mand; it is the work of the constraining 
Holy Spirit breathing divine impulse 
both unto the soul of the Church and 
chosen leaders in missionary activities, 
which later enjoyed the blessings and life 
of the Holy Spirit. 

LOCAL CHURCH IN RESPONSE 

In verse three we learn from the In- 
spired Record that when they had fasted 
and prayed and laid their hands on them, 
they sent them away. The local church 
itself did not lightly esteem such call 
and command to separate or send forth 
into that class of work those Jabore-s 
which God had chosen. It rather sought ty 
ascertain the mind of God and to invoke 
His divine blessings. It is stated that 
they fasted and prayed. They did not feel 
that such a command was one that could 
be lightly esteemed, neglected or set 
aside, but immediately, they set about the 
task of obeying and becoming colaborers 
together with God. 

MISSIONARIES WAITING 

Today there are valuable seasoned and 
trained missionaries waiting to be seni 
forth unto the whitened harvest fields 
while the Holy Spirit urges thru the 
heart and soul of the Church and its min- 
isters who are thoroughly awakened to 
send them forth. Never before has the 
world been so ripe for missionary wor«, 
and opportunities now neglected will soon 
with the closing of the Gentile age be, 
so far as we are concerned, forever clos- 
ed. Mexico, India, Africa, China, and in 
fact all nations are today crying for the 
Gospel. It is true that there are certain 
governments and officials who are stand- 
ing in rejection of the Gospel of Christ, 
but the very soul of decaying civilization 
is crying for help, and the only solution 
of the world’s ills lies in bringing to 
them who have not heard a knowledge of 
the saving grace of Jesus Christ.

In fact, the Church of the early 
age was one constant flame of missionary 
evangelism, and to throw off the mission- 
ary spirit or to be without it is to admit 
that at least half the value of the church 
itself has not come to the fulness of God’s 
purpose and calling, or that it has de- 
preciated itself unto a narrow, selfish 
and limited institution.

The Gospel is the cure and solution of 
all the world’s ills and troubles caused 
by the fall, and if the church does not 
send forth the Gospel, not only will it, 
and especially its leaders, be held re- 
sponsible for a dispensation or manage- 
ment of the Gospel, but it will also fail 
in accomplishing the high calling and 
purpose of God. We need stirring up, we 
need to awaken, we are not active, we 
are not up and doing; therefore let us 
arise and be faithful in our missionary 
effort, and to do even more than has 
been outlined by the General Assembly 
would be a small task.

JESUS ANSWERS HIS 
ADVERSARIES 


Memory Verse: Psa. 27:11a. 








Time: Tuesday of Christ’s last week, 
probably April 4, A. D. 30. 

Place: Jerusalem, in the temple. 

Golden Text: Never man spake like this 
man.—John 7:46. 

Leading Thought: Love for God and man 
is the essential of all true religion. 








THE GREAT COMMANDMENTS 
Matt. 22:34-40. Cf. Luke 10:25-87. 


V. 28. “Heard them reasoning together.’ 
That is, Jesus and the Sadducees accord- 
ing to Matt. 22:34. Then “one of the scribes 
came.” But Matthew says the Pharisees 
were gathered together. These two staie- 
ments are in harmony when we recognize 
the fact that one “was a lawyer” whom 
Mark calls a scribe. He was the one thet 
asked the question for the Pharisees. “Had 
answered them well.” The scribe recogniz- 
ed the ability of Jesus in silencing the Sad- 
ducees. “Asked him, Which is the first 
commandment of all?” Bede says, “For 
many thought that the first commandment 
in the law related to offerings and sacri- 
fices, with regard to which so much is said 
in the book of Leviticus, and that the right 
worship of God consisted in due offering 
of these.” St. Bernard says, “The measure 
of our love to God is to love Him without 
measure; for the immense goodness of God 
deserves all the love that we can possibly 
give to him.” 

V. 29 distinguishes one true God, as sep- 
arated from all worship of idol gods and 
false worship. 

V. 30. “Love the Lord thy God with all 
thy heart, and with all thy soul, and with 
all thy mind, and with all thy strength: 
this is the first commandment.” The 
thought and impulse of heart, soul and 


mind, as well as all our strength, must be 
devoted unto God in worship. See also an- 
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swer to verse 28. To love God above all 
occasions no disobedience unto God. 

V. 31. “Love thy neighbor as thyself.” 
God is to be loved supremely above every- 
thing—above angels, men, or any other 
created thing. Next unto God and among 
created things, our neighbor must be loved 
as “ourselves.” Love descends from God 
upon men, therefore, God in whom there 
is no respect of persons demands that we 
love each other evenly. To love men as our- 
selves occasions no evil against them. 
There are no other commandments greater 
than these. St. Matthew says in 12:40 that, 
“On these two commandments hang tne 
whole law and the prophets,” because all 
precepts of divine law are included in 
them. 

V. 32. “Master, thou hast said the 
truth: for there is one God; and there is 
none other but he.” The scribe discerns 
the fact of one true God. 

V. 33. “To love him with all the heart, 
and with all the understanding, and with 
all the soul, and wéth all the strength, and 
to love his neighbor as himself, is more 
than all whole burnt offerings and sacri- 
fices.” This scribe was not far from the 
borderland of the kingdom of heaven. He 
perceived that the observance of the two 
weightier commandments was more than 
offerings and sacrifices. 

V. 34. Jesus commends his discretion 
and moral interpretation. “No man after 
that durst ask him any questions.” They 
perceived that He possessed such a vast 
reach of wisdom and knowledge that it 
was useless to contend with Him. 

JESUS QUESTIONS THE PHARISEES 
Matt. 22:41-46; Luke 20:41-44. 

V. 35. “And Jesus answered and said, 
* * * How say the scribes that Christ is the 
son of David?” He hints at a review of the 
prophecies concerning Himself, hoping to 
help the scribes to understand Him from 
the scriptural viewpoint. In Matt. 22:42 He 
asked the scribes, “What think ye of 
Christ? whose son is he? They say unto 
him, The son of David.” A proper answer 
would have been that, As God, he was the 
son of God, according to the words, “Thou 
art my son; this day have I begotten 
thee;” but as man, he was the son of 
David. Their answer was different from 
St. Peter’s, “Thou art the Christ, ine Son 
of the living God.” 

V. 36. “The Lord said to my Lord.” The 
reference here is taken from Psa, 110:1, 
which should be compared with 1 Cor. 
15:27; Heb. 1:13. The addressing Lord was 
God; the Lord being addressed was Christ, 
the Lord of David. As such He was the Son 
of God; as the Son of David He was tie 
Son of man. “Sit thou on my right hand.” 
That is, after the death on the cross, God 
would resurrect and exalt Him far above 
all principality and power, placing Him 
next unto Himself in the heavens. A divine 
decree fixed and irrevocable. “Till I make 
thine enemies thy footstool.” Literally, 
the footstool of thy feet; here reigning 
with God in His glory until the day of 
judgment, when God will make the wicked 
and all opposing powers subject to Christ. 
Phil, 2:11. 
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V. 37. “David therefore himself calleth 
him Lord, and whence is he then his son?” 
Only in the light of divine promises, as the 
only begotten Son of God, born as the seed 
of Abraham according to the flesh, but ac- 
cording to God in the Spirit, can the sub- 
ject be understood. 

JESUS WARNS AGAINST HYPOCRISY 

V. 38. “Beware of the scribes.” These 
verses are a condensed form of the differ- 
ent woes as mentioned in the 23rd chapter 
of Matthew. He warns them of their falsi- 
ty, fearlessly refuting both them and thcir 
teachings. “To wear long robes.” The Greek 
“stola” was a rich robe which reached 
down to the ankles, and was adorned witi 
fringes. The scribes took pleasure in such 
attire. Such was a mark of ostentation, 
avarice, and religious hyprocisy. 

V. 39. “Chief seats in the synagogue.” 
An enlarged explanation of such is strik- 
ingly covered in Matthew 23. Such was hy- 
pocrisy pure and simple. 


V. 40. “Devour wWidow’s houses, and for 
a pretense make long prayers.” They know- 
ingly and wilfully swallowed up the prop- 
erties of the helpless widows, and through 
hypocrisy would impose on their victims. 
Lengthening out their prayers for the pur- 
pose of deception, certainly merited the 
greater “condemnation.” Condemnation 
comes from the Greek word “krima,” which 
means “judgment.” A more severe judg- 
ment will fall upon them in the day of 
judgment and a heavier condemnation, be- 
cause under the guise of religion they prac- 
ticed iniquity and indulged in avarice un- 
der the mask of religion. God knows men 
as they are, and not for what they profess 
to be. 


REVIVAL AT CHAUNCEY, ILL. 


We closed our revival last Sunday night, 
March nineteenth afier a five weeks’ con- 
flict with the enemy. God gave us sweep- 
ing victory with fifteen saved, eight sanc- 
lllled and three baptized with the Holy 
Ghost. To know this little town of about 
two hundred and surrounding conditions 
is to know that our meeting was a great 
success. We have two other churches here 
of different denominations and we surely 
do have a fight when we start a revival 
but in the face of all opposition the Church 
of God is gaining ground. 

Brother Ancil Newton, pastor at Olne y, 
Il. church, did the preaching for us. He 
is a very able preacher and God used him 
in a wonderful way in giving out the 
Word. Both sinners and church members 
were made to confess that the doctrine of 
the Church of God is right.
